It now develops that the 


gigantic scheme has extended into Ne- 
vada as well as the Mormon State 
and that Blko county alone has suf- 
fered to the extent of perhaps sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 
Martin and 


Hanna It IB learned made their head- 
quarters at Elko and after the scalps 
were used eyond redemption around 
gait Lake this pair is accused of 
having brought them to Elko county 
and there secured additional bounties. 
The exact amount of their thefts in 
this State will perhaps 
never 
be 


known. 
The thieving has been In progress 


for at least two years. Yesterday it 
was stated that County Clerk James 
ed with the steal but instead was In- 
graft. 
However," Deputy Sheriff J. C. 


Sharp of Salt Lake who. with Sheriff 


Emery exposed the steal, states that 
Mr. James was In no manner connect- 
ed with the steal ut Instead was In- 
nocent of any wrong doing and a vic- 
tim of his deputies. 


The Utah steal amounts to about 


$50,000 and extends throughout 
the 


State. 
The two men now In Jail It 


appears acted as middlemen, receiv- 
ing commissions ranging, from twenty- 
five to forty per cent for their work, 
the pay depending upon the number 
of times the scalps were used. As a 
rule one telescope full* of scalps was 
carried from county to county and 
cashed in. the scalps either being plug- 
ged or trimmed to make them pass- 
able. 


The two men now In Jail practically 


admit their guilt, though the ring has 
employed the best criminal lawyers In 
the country to defend the accused men.

HB editor of the Dolly Sollphone of Paragould, Ark., 


quotes one of the Commoner's editorials on govern- 


ment ownership, and announces that while he Is not an 
advocate of the public ownership of railroads he ap- 
proaches the subject with an open mind, and is ready to 
consider arguments upon the subject. He says: 


Therefore, let Mr. Bryan show us somo things, among 


them these: How will the government come into pos- 
session of the railroads f If by purchase, how many mil- 
lion dollars will It take *o buy them? How can we reach 
a proper valuation? Shall their value be estimated upon 
their earning capacity or upon the cost of their rolling 
stock, roadbeds, etc.? Would all the railroads of the Uni- 
ted States under government ownership be consolidated 
Into one vast system or would there be divisional sys- 
tems each having Its own president, traffic manager, pas- 
seunger agents, etc.? Would there be Increased or di- 
minished activity In railroad construction under govern- 
ment ownership? Would the liability for damages for 
negligence be the same against'the government railroads 
that It Is now against the corporation railroads? Would 
the government railroads be liable for punitive damages? 
Would a fellow-servant's law apply to government rail- 
roads the same- as It does to corporation railroads? 


These questions are not prompted by idle Jest nor cur- 


iosity. We sincerely hope that Mr. Bryan will give the 
people a series of strong articles'on the question. 


THE WORKINOMEN NOT INVOLVED 


• T is Interesting to note, as the direct statement of 
I 
Governor-General Trepoff. of St. Petersburg, that 


the worklngmen of Russia are not interested'In the rev- 
olutionary movement against the government. 


Although the workmen of Russia's principal city took 


part In a large and peaceful demonstration It was not 
and is not within their intention to precipitate arevo- 
lution In the empire. 


Apart from the great army of laborers in the domains 


of the Czar, aside from the professional and business in- 
terests of that nation, there Is in Russia as elsewhere an 
element of socialistic agitators ever ready to seise a fire- 
brand or throw a bomb when opportunity offers. 


Insofar as the influence of the anarchistic elements 


extend Russia will experience rebellious and revolution- 
ary Incidents until the nation evolves beyond the possi- 
bility of expressions of that character. 


Concessions on the part of the Cxar, however benefic- 


ial they may be to the masses, will have no appreciable 
effect In quieting, the anarchistic elements in Russia, 


Human nature Is pretty much the same the world over 


and the born agitator never can be placated by any set 
of conditions that do not place upon his own shoulders 
the panoply of power. 


This la illustrated in our own country—the best gov- 


erned and most prosperous nation on earth—whenever 
labor troubles tnke place.- 


Despite the candor an<l Hlncerlty with which both em- 


ployer and employe may approach disagreements of a 
business character, the agitator Is usually In evidence 
ready to precipitate violence should the opportunity oc- 
cur. 
>• 


Such men. whatever their political-professions may be 


—anarchistic, socialistic or what not—are ever ready to 
violently attack the existing order of things, by word 
of mouth when that Is deemed the safer plan, or by vi- 
olence when such a course may be safely followed. 


With all the splendid advantages offered the Ameri- 


can citizen under our form of government, with a country 
unexcelled In the magnitude of Us resources and the pos- 
sibilities of Us development, the anarchistic spirit would 
readily attack the machinery of civilization and if pos- 
sible break It down. 


Such a spirit, exhibited under the disguise of Intelll- 


xence would reduce all forms of. government organiza- 
tions to chaos, hoping that from such a condition Us ideals 
might be realized —Just as the quack physician conducted 
his pratlce on the theory of reducing all diseases to fits, 
because he was an expert on curing fits! 


The history of the world shows that the best govern- 


ment on earth, ns well as the worst, are Inoculated with 
the spirit of nihilism, in one form of expression or anoth- 
er, and that no rulershlp can be so liberal In Us terms, 
nnd no country so prosperous In Its affairs, as to wholly 
escape the Infliction.—Butte Miner.

HAT Is to become of Secretary of the Navy Paul 


Morton? 
It wes announced when the president 


placed Mr. Morton In his cabinet that the latter was not 
a naval expert, but that he was an expert railroad man. 
The executive was even then planning his campaign in 
favor of strengthening the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and Mr. Morton, It was announced, would be a 
(treat help In this respect. 


Within the lost few weeks, however, disclosures have 


been made about Mr. Morton that must have the effect 
of destroying his usefulness, either as secretary of the 
navy or In connection with railroad legislation. 
It ap- 


pears that while he was a high official of the Santa Fe 
system. Mr. Morton granted large sums in freight rebates 
to heavy shippers. This fact having .been developed, the 
secretary sought to Justify his action by saying that, 
while he disapproved of the rebate practice, he found that 
It was necessary to do as the Romans are doing. 


But Mr. Morton has not explained his connection with 


the Hutchlnson & Arkansas River railroad. 
This line 


consists of less than a mile of track. It does not own a 
single engine or a single car of any description. The pur- 
pose In building It was to connect the Santa Fe and the 
Rock Island so that shipments might be made from a big 
salt trust mill, owned by Mr. Morton's brothers, to either 
road. These brothers promptly applied to Paul, then vice 
president of the Santa Fe. for traffic arrangements. They 
\vere at once entered Into. 


The agreement was that the so-called Hutchlnson <te 


Arkanwui River railway, that didn't own an engine or a 
rnr. was to get 25 per cent of the receipts from all the 
freight hauled Jointly by It and the Santa Fe. That is to 
Hay. the Santa Fe would send its engines and cars to tho 
Morton mill for loads of salt and pay the Mortons 25 per 
i-ent of all freight charged for the privilege. It was Ju*t 
apother manner of entering Into a secret rebate agreement. 
The violation of the taw was clear.

TO THE STATE 


Nevada's New Orphan's Home Is 


a Modern Structure in 


Every Respect 


The State of Nevada, it cannot e 


gainsaid, makes splendid provision* for 
it* wards. This is particularly exem- 
plified In the erection of a new Or- 
phans' Home building in Carson to re- 
place the structure destroyed by fire 
on the 4th day of July. 1*02. 


The event waa a memorable one. 


Fourteen carload* of Carsonltes and 
Comatockera were starting for Reno 
to participate in the carnival cele- 
bration. The fire companies of the 
Capital City were among the excur- 
alonlata.and Juat as the long special 
was pulling out of Carson the fire 
bell* began to ring. There was a haaty 
debarkation of the fire companlea and 
a wild rush for the southern end of 
the city, where the Orphans' Home 
building, a large frame structure, waa 
rapidly being consumed. 


The fire boys were in holiday cos- 


tume, and their apparatus waa decked 
In carnival colo'ra, but they worked 
valiantly amid the smoke and flame 
and mud and water, and it waa two 
hours before the victory waa won, and 
the blaze confined to the main build- 
ing, 
in which it originated. 


The fire boys, singed, wet, and mud- 


bedraggled. started for 
the 
engine 


houses with their begrlmmed appara- 
tus, thinking that their day of pleas- 
ure had been spoiled, 'but they reck- 
oned without their host. General Man- 
ager H. M. Yerlngton of the Virginia 
& Truckee Railroad Comapny, had 
ordered out a special for them, and 
it stood waiting their arrival just as 
the great parade was nearly at an end. 
It Is to be always regretted that the 
Committee on Awards did not give 
first prize to the weary, disreputable 
looking heroes of Warren and Curry 
Companlea. who had fought a great 
fight and had lost their place In the 
procession. The only excuse Is that 
they were not In line until after the 
Judge's stand had been passed. 


Great bodies move slowly, and It 


was months before the State of Ne- 
vada had taken decisive action In the 
matter of replacing the building des- 
troyed by fire, but when It did so, It 
decided on something architecturally 
beautiful, and which would withstand 
the ravages of the elements and time. 


Plans prepared by Chief Engineer 


Kirk of the- V. & T. were accepted, 
and Messrs. Holeaworth and Fowler 
.were awarded the contract to ore<*t 
the structure. 


It has Just been completed and turn- 


ed over to- the State A Journal rep- 
resentative* examined the building yes- 
terday and found It to be one of th»- 
most substantial and 
tasteful 
ever 


erected In the State, comparing fav- 
orably with the Capitol building. 


It Is built of hewn atone from th» 


«tate Prison grounds, with walls aa 
thick as a fortress. Every detail In the 
plans and specifications wan followed 
with scrupulous care.. No supervising 
architect was employed. Mr. Holes- 
worth was placed upon his honor and 
the acceptance of the building shows 
that the work was honestly done and 
In a workmanlike manner. Superinten- 
dent Joe Josephs and his estimable 
wife, the matron of the Institution, ex- 
pect to be able to move Into the new 
building by mid-summer. The delay 
now Is occasioned by lack of money 
to furnish the Institution, but this wtl 
be overcome by the appropriation bil 
that will be paased before the close 
of the present legislative session, after 
the report of the Committee on Public 
Institutions Is accepted. 


The contract price of the building 


was $36,050, the State furnishing the 
stone and doing the cutting by union 
labor at a cost of $11,000. Later the 
plans were amended and the total coat 
will probably reach $60,000. The new 
structure haa superb systems of elec- 
tric lighting, heating, sewerage and 
ventilation. All the fixtures are of the 
beat, and the most modern appolnt- 
tnenta prevail. 


Superintendent Josephs 
and 
his 


good wife, aa well as their predeces- 
sors, have a record to be proud of 
There have been but four deaths in 
all the 35 years since the home was 
established. Last year only $55 was 
••xpended 
for 
medical 
attendance, 


There are now fifty-seven Inmates of 
the Institution. When the new home Is 
occupied there will be accommoda- 
tions for 126.

Act It shall be unlawful for any Indian 
to purchase or in any manner obtain 
any ardent, spirituous or malt liquors, 
or any intoxicating liquors, or liquids 
of intoxicating drugs or substances, 
from any person or persons whatso- 
ever; and any Indian so unlawfully 
purchasing or obtaining in any man- 
ner whatsoever such intoxicants shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony, and upon 
due conviction thereof, 
before 
any 


court of competent jurisdiction, ahal! 
be fined in a sum not less than one 
hundred dollars, nor more than five 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned In 
the State Prison of the State of Ne- 
vada for a term of not less than one 
year or more than five years, or both 
such fine and imprisonment, in the dis- 
cretion of the Court. '

found Wood hanging in mid-air in the 
center of the room,, with a rope, fash- 
ioned of bed ticking, tied around hjs 
neck, and fastened securely to, the 
ventl|ator. overhead. Wood seemed to 
be still alive, and he was nastily-cut' 
down and the physician sent for. 
. 


"The physician, aided by the guards, 


worked over Wood for nearly an hour, 
but could not .revive him, and he was 
pronounced dead. 
So, far as Warden 


Yell could ascertain, Wood had not 
given indication to anybody of his in- 
tention to take his life. 


"John H. Wood was one of the con- ! 


victs wl\o escaped from the State 
Prison near Folsom in July, 1903. Af- 
ter a long chase he was captured and 
brought to trial in Sacramento. The 
jury in the case returned a verdict 
that was of no effect, since the prison- 
er was already under life sentence, 
and he was then taken to Placervllle, 
where he was tried for the murder 
of Militiaman Featus Rutherford at the 
battle fought with the escaped convicts 
at the Grand Victory mine. Ihe trial 
began in the last week of February, 
1904, 
and was concluded 
the 
next 


month, sentence being 
passed 
on 


March 28, 1904. He was sentenced to 
death and took an appeal from the 
decision."

well when the escaped convict w'tis 
captured in Reno on the morning of 
August 31. 1903. 
Constable Wilson 


had spotted the Folsom escape on Cen- 
ter street and followed him to a bar- 
ber shop on Second street opposite 
The Journal office. , While Wood was 
being shaved the Constable walked In- 
to the shop and together with Chief 
Leeper placed him under arrest. Con-

Deputy 


Sheriffs Maxwell and Sharkey follow- 
ed. 
For several weeks the two des- 


perate men were held In the Reno jail. 


They were finally taken to Sacra- 


mento: Journal readers remember the 
clever plans of Woods to escape dur- 
ing that trip. 
He figured to secure 


weapons from the officers, shoot them 
down, unlock the shackles by means 
of keys which he carried in his mouth 
and again escape from the train to 
the hills. His aim was defeated. Later 
while awaiting trial at Sacramento he 
planned to throw a wire loop over the 
head of the jailer, behead the man and 
take the cell keys from him. 
But in 


this he was also defeated. His trials 
followed and finally came conviction 
and sentence to death. Once Inside the 
dismal cells of Folsom Prison he gave 
up hope. 
As the date of his execu- 


tion drew near he decided to at least 
cheat the law and a few shreds fro 
his prison quilt provided the mean* 
that aided htm in ending his miser- 
able life. 


"I always knew the law would nev- 


er take Us counfe in the case of Woods" 
said Constable Wilson in talking of 
the case last evening. "When we ar- 
rested him he said .in his usual dry 
sarcastic way that he did not believe 
they would hang him for escaping 
from prison. 
Later .1 was present 


when h« was placed m one of those 
small dingy cells at Folsom. He spoke 
to me from a small opening In the mas- 
sive ceil door. 
It is near the execu- 


tion chamber and a big beam from 
which murderers are swung runs just 
in front of the cell. 


"'Say, Bill.' said Wood, just before 


I left him, 'that's what they think 
they are going to hang me from, but 
you just wait and see.' Yesterday's sui- 
cide shows the convict planned right 
along on putting an end to his career 
before the law had a change to do so." 


"Wood was one of the most desper- 


ate men I have had dealings with/' 
said Deputy Sheriff Maxwell last ev- 
ening. "He had the cunning of a
